ACTORS’ EQUITY 
AND THE 7. Mi. A. 
AGREE UPON 

ONTRACT FORM 


Proposal Tendered Saturday, 
and Accepted by Equity 


Standard Producing Managers’ 
Contract Will Be Used 


Arbitration Board Will Handle 
Individual Disputes 


New York, Aug. 16.--The Touring Managers’ 
Assuciation has acceded to the demands of the 
Actors’ Pqauity Association and has agreed to 
issue the Producing Managers’ form of contract 
and to elect an arbitration board to handie in- 
“vidual disputes between actor and manager ia 
ibe sume manner as these matters are handled 
between the Producing Managers and Equity. 
‘This information was conveyed officially to the 
Iyuity by a letter sent by John J. Coleman, 
eecretary treasurer of the Touring Managers’ 
Association, to Frank Gillmore, and received by 
the latter last Saturday, Mr. G.llmore replied, 

‘eptiug the proposal, and bas already ordered 
the contract forms, which will go into use fm. 
mediately. 

The caption of the contract will be changed 
to “T. M. A.-A. B. A.” and the words ‘Touring 
Managers’ Association’’ substituted wherever 
the Producing Managers’ Association title ap 
pears, Otherwise the contract will be the same 
as that of the P, M. A.A, E. A. form. Frank 
Gillmore, executive secretary of the Equity, 
suid last night: ‘fhe acceptance by the Touring 
Managers’ Association of our standard contract 
means that the same conditions under which 
the New York actors work will prevail for the 
smaller actors who play the one-night stan's. 
This is in line with our democratic policy of 
equal tights for all. We are, of course, glad 
that the Touring Managers have accepted our 
contract and feel sure they will soon come to 
realize the wisdom and justice of their action.” 

John Emerson, president of Equity, when seen 
lost night said: “It was impossible for our mem- 
bers te grant the concessions asked by the T 
ing Managers, as the standardization of work- 
‘g conditions for all of our members is one of 
our cardinal principles. We are, of course, 
cad that the Touring Managers have accepted 
ovr standard contract without forcing us to the 
necessity of any drastic action. So long as the 
‘Touring Managers treat us fairly they will cer- 
tuinly receive fair treatment from us, There

New Orleans, Aug. 14.—The United Theat- 
rical Protective League, an association includ- 
ing practically all the managers of the New 
Orleans theatefs and allied theatrical interests, 
has just been organized. The object of the 
league is stated for the matter of mutual pro- 
tection, but in reality is said to be for the 
purpose of combatting the demands of the stage 
hands, musicians and other crafts that have 
made, or will make, a demand for higher wages 
when the various scalegy expire September 1.

Leaders ate receiving 
$60. The managers claim that these salaries 
are in excess of what is paid in other cities. 
Organists have been receiving $40, $45 and $50.

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NO BAN ON TURNSTILES BUT | 
TICKETS ALSO MUST BE USED 


Government Officals So Inform C.D. Trubenbach, 
Who Makes Special Trip to Washington—Pub- 
lished Accounts of Revenue Department 
Ruling Conveyed Wrong Impression 


New York, Aug. 14.—C. D. Trubenbach, pres- 
ident ef the Perey Manufacturing Company, 
which manufactures the Perey turnstiles, made 
a statement to The Billboard in connection 
with the story that appeared in last week's 
Billboard, which would seem to convey the idea 
that turnstiles have been ‘“‘banned.” As a mat- 
ter of fact, explains Mr Trubenbach, this is 
not the case. In fact it is quite the contrary, 
as Mr. Trubenbach made a special trip to Wash- 
ington this week to confer with government 
officials on the matter and he was informed 
that the government has absolutely no objec- 
tion to the use of the turnstiles, or ‘“‘passe- 
meter,”’ as the Perey Company designates the 
apparatus, if tickets, with tax paid, are used 
in connection with the machine. The only rea- 
gon that the people instal] the ‘‘passemeter,”’ 
explains Mr. MacDonald of the Perey Com- 
pany, is to insure absolute accuracy of regis- 
tration, so that the government would receive 
everything+coming to it on the tax. 

The United States Government itself has 
about 100 of the “‘passemeters’”’ in use at Hog 
Island and other points, and Mr. McDonald esti- 
mates that there are approximately five hun- 
dred of the machines in use by amusement com- 
panies. As Mr. McDonald explains, there is a 
chance of mistake on tickets only, but with 
this machine there is practically no chance at 
all. A letter, which has been sent out to all 
its customers by the Perey Company, follows: 

Announcement was made Saturday in the 
daily papers that the United States Internal 
Revenue Department had placed a ban on turn- 
stiles as an official record for the return of 
government tax in parks and amusement places 
and insisted on tickets being used. 

Officials of the above company immediately 
had a conference in Washington with Deputy 
Commissioner Baker, of the Internal Revenue 
Department, from whom they learned that a 
ruling was made that in all places of amuse- 
ment the tax must be computed by the ticket 
system, They have no objection, however, to 
the use of a turnstile if same is used in con- 
junction with tickets. 

In making this ruling the department failed 
to investigate the relative merits as between 


parks, theaters, soda water fountains, etc., and | 


as a result the blanket ruling followed. De- 
partment will accept the Perey Passemeter 
for its tax returns without the use of tickets.

The World is right when it quotes 
Ligon Johnson, counsel for the managers, as say- 
ing that no strike ultimatum has been received.

MAGIC AND SPIRITISM 


Is Given a Publicity Boost by New 
York Daily Newspapers 


The New York World of Sunday, August 1, 
contained a two-page magazine story entitled 
“Yogis vs, Fakirs,” and written by one Swami 
Kripananda, wherein he attempts a thoro ex- 
planation of the centuries old Yogi philosophy 
and the leading celebrated Hindu “miracles.” 

There is a double significance in the article. 
First, perhaps, thet magic is being recognized 
More and more as an instructive and enter- 
taining art that helps greatly to develop the 
mind and make the students’ originality more 
acute; and the leading dailies, real zing the 
fascination magic holds for their readers, are 
giving it prominent space acdordingly, and 
this ultimately will bring the readers into the 
theaters where magicians are showing. Secon, 
the article is a bit of camouflaged menace to 
magic, inasmuch as it attempts to expose sev- 
eral of the most celebrated Hindu mysteries, 
but fortunately not by any method ever used 
dy an Amerzican magician. 

Swami Kripananda’s explanation of the 
world famous Hindu rope trick will appear 
amusing to the modern magician, for it states 
that at one time when a Fakir was performing 
this trick a shrewd American journalist took 
a series of snap shots, using a concealed camera, 
with the idea he could thus discover just how 
the boy climbed the rope, was made to van- 
ish into the clouds, fall to eafth dismembered 
and later reappear unhurt among the crowd. 
Rut, when the films were developed, lo and 
behold! Each were alike, showing the Fakir 
and the boy quietly sitting on their mat oz 
rug. Swami explains this by stating the 
Fakir had simply hypnotized the entire crowd 
of spectators and by mental suggestion caused 
their hypnotized minds to see the various oc- 
currences of the miraculous feat, but he, of 
course, couNin’t hypnatize the lens of the 
camera. Yet Swami doesn’t state how the hyp- 


notized journalist, had enough presence of mind 
to operate the concealed camera. However, 
this trick, to my knowledge, never has been 
really witnessed by any responsible tourist 
or magician, Kellar, Thurston, Le Roy, Carter, 
Raymond, myself and many other magicians 
have traveled extensively, but never have 
been able to see or locate anyone who really 
has ever scen the rope trick. It will doubtless 
forever remain a ‘“‘mystery’’? of India. 
Kripananda mentions several yery vivid and 
highly interesting demonstrations given by M. 
Jacalliot, a judge of the French Supreme Court, 
and one Hassan Khan, concerning spiritism and 
luminous messages from the other world that 
outshine the statements as set forth by Sir 
Oliver Lodge, Ella Wheeler Wilcox or the late 
celebrated Paladena. A goodly portion of the 
article is ridiculous, but it makes excellent 
reading for a newspaper magazime feature, 
will create and hold considerable interest by 
anyone reading it and draw the curious and 
skeptical to the theaters where magicians are 
playing. Every magician should endorse and 
boost for such publicity and encourage editors 
along this line as long as the articles contain 
no open expose and uphold the dignity of the 
magicians’ art.—RALPH RICHARDS.

New York, Aug. 12.—Because the rental at 
its present location, 1600 Broadway, is about 
to be boosted to dizzy heights, the Arthur Tams 
Musie Library, Inc., located in the eighth and 
ninth floors of the Mecca Building, has decided 
to move out and erect a building of its own 
at 318-320 West 46th street. George D.

“Plans were filed yesterday by our archi- 
tect, John E. Nitchie, for a six-story building, 
which will be erected at West 46th street, off 
Eighth avenue, and of which we will occupy 
the first three floors and basement.

Our concern was the pioneer in the music 
business to move into the Times Square sec- 
tion, and we were the first company to occupy 
this building. which before its remodeling was 
known as the Studebaker Building. Our new 
building will cost in the neighborhood of 
$100,000, and will be ready for occupancy in 
about six months.”’

IN EUROPE 


Are Discussed by John Emerson, Head of Equity 
—Home From Trip Abroad 


The European theater is suffering from shell 
shock, according to John Emerson, president of 
the Actors’ Equity Association, who returned 
to America on the steamship Imperator last 
week. Mr. Emerson epent six weeks overseas 
studying the European theater and gathering 
data on foreign organizations of actors and 
dramatists. 

“In both England and France the plays this 
season are far below the pre-war standard,’’ 
said Mr. Emerson. ‘“‘They are inferior in qual- 
ity and comparatively few in number, and the 
managers have been obliged to put on revivals 
or to import plays from America in order to fill 
their theaters. In London, to my mind, there 
are not more than two really good plays this 
season. 

“This condition seems to be due to the blight- 
ing effect of the terrific strain of war on the 
creative faculties of the writers. In both Eng- 
land and France dramatists assured me that the 
poor showing this year and last was due almost 
entirely to the shattered condition of the writ- 
ers’ nerves which we know as shell shock. Af- 
ter four years of almost continuous bombard- 
ment, whether in the trenches or at home, in 
Paris or London, it is almost impossible for 
the creative artist to attain the degree of men- 
tal concentration necessary to the production of 
first-class work. 

“It is hard for us in America to realize what 
the war meant to our European allies. During 
my entire stay in England and France I did not 
meet one single man, young or old, who had 
not been connected with the service in some ca- 
pacity during the war. And whether he was at 
the front or at home, London or Paris, the nerv- 
ous strain was terrific. For we know now what 
was not told us at the time—that both London 
and Paris were under almost continuous bom- 
bardment from the air and from that monster 
of German frightfulness, Big Bertha. 

“It is no wonder their nerves are shot to 
pieces—no wonder the London playwrights who 
usually turn out a dozzen plays of high order in 
a season have this year produced only one, or, 
at the most, two. To be sure, this condition has 
given a great opportunity to the American 
dramatists; but an opportunity caused by the 
misfortune and suffering of our recent comrades 
ip arms is far from an unalloyed joy. 

“So in London we find half-filled houses, 
with the managers making desperate plans to 
oust the failing productions in favor of movies 
or other makeshifts. In Paris we find a dizzy 
succession of failures—for the French prefer to 
keep their houses full by rapidly changing their 
productions, a most effective device with a pub- 
lic which is always willing to experiment with 
something new. 

“There is, however, a rift in the theatrical 
clouds jn the better position of the actor, the 
improved condition of his work and his in- 
creased independence and self respect. These 
have all been brought about recently in Europe 
as in America thru the efforts of the actors’ or- 
ganizations. These organizations have become 
a controlling factor in the theatrical world in 
Europe as well as in America, and there, as 
here, all fairminded managers have come to see 
that such a system is to their own advantage as 
well as that of the actor. Hereafter, the great 
European organizations will work with the 
American Equity in enforcing justice in the 
theater. 

“The European associations are very strong- 
ly organized along lines of their own. They have 
many ideas which differ from those in America. 
What would a Broadway manager say if he 
were asked to engage his actors by the year, as 
is done in France, irrespective of the success or 
failure of the play? 

“On the whole, our Equity Association is in 
advance of these European organizations, tho 
the English and French societies have certain 
features which we might well adopt and con- 
cerning which I shall lay a report before the 
council of the Equity immediately.” 

Mr. Emerson was accompanied on his trip by 
his wife, Anita Leos,: the scenario writer, who 
searched the European markets for new movie 
stories for Constance Talmadge. A tour of the 
fereign movie studios convinced Mr. Emerson 
and Miss Loos that Europe is at least five years 
behind America in photoplay production, since 
producers are loath to risk the capital required 
for the production of pictures suitable for com- 
petition in the world market. 


“European writers and producers are sadly 
lacking in technical proficiency acquired by 
Americans during the past six years,"’ said Miss 
Loos. “While their American friends are will- 
ing and glad to pass this hard-earned knowledge 
along to them, there is an apparent aversion 
among the foreign producers, particularly our 
English cousins, to accept instruction in any sort 
of art work from America. This is unfortunate; 
as the superior knowledge of the Americans is 
an accident of the war, and we certainly are not 
claiming any superiority of intellect or artis- 
tie gifts. But there it is, that inborn European 
prejudice, so there is nothing for them to do but 
learn by hard knocks. 

“The greatest difficulty in the way of pic- 
ture production abroad lies in the dearth of well- 
equipped studios. An old barn with a few dim 
electric lights and a sky light is considered a 
pretty good place to make pictures. They have

British Delegates at International Conference in 


Antwerp Firm in Stand Against German Performers - 


When the international conference opened at Antwerp on August 
Albert Voyce, Monte Bayly and Borelli, of the Variety Artistes’ Federation; Villette, of the 
Syndicate; Pieri, Hoffland und Walther and Nagel Dansk, of the Artistes’ Forbuad; Baechon and 
many of the executives representing the Union Artistique Belge. Gozzini presided and Staas acted 
as secretary to the conference. Staas explained that, despite every effort on their part, the Bel- 
gian government refused to grant a passport for Max Berol Konorah, of I. A. 

Letters and telegrams of regret were read from Holland, Switzerland, Italy and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. At the opening of the conference Uitrevor, representing the Belgian trade unions, made a 
fiery speech against the capitalists, etc., and suggested that a wire be sent to the Internationale 
Socialists’ Bureau at Amsterdam. The British delegates strongly opposed this and demanded that 
all am nee aoc hem Pg they eventually gained their point. 

conference sent fraternal greetings to all vaudeville artists’ organizat 

the British demanding that their name be deleted from those sent to Pm mca Sone ona Cee 
Slovakia organizations. The French and Belgians occupied all of August 8 in trying to persuade 
the British to withdraw the embargo on enemy alien performers. The British adamantly refused 
to do any such thing, expressing the greatest surprise at the French and Belgian attitude in 
adding Germany to their territory. It was amply confirmed to the British that the conference 
was instigated by Konorah, and there was no necessity for his presence, as Villette, Staas and 
Baechon were absolutely pro-German. The British nullified all that. It was agreed in principle 
to establish an Internationale British, making it a condition absolute that if Germany was ad- 
mitted to it Britain withdraws. 

Among provisional rules Britain insisted that no strike could be called in any territory 
without consultation with nonterritorial sections affected. Also that no strike could be called in- 
volving other sections unless home organizations had adequate financial recourse to succor transient 
nonterritorial performers. The main planks of the constitution of the ‘‘World’s League of Ar- 
tistes” as agreed upon at Paris in 1911 also were adopted. The next conference is to be held 
in neutral Rotterdam, to enable the assembling of all nationalities without passport restrictions, 
and Staas was appointed honorary secretary in the interim to conduct business by correspondence. 
Financial dues are to be divided per organization and not per capita, and the amount is to be de- 
cided at Rotterdam. The British offered no objection to the I. A. L. at Rotterdam, but adhered to 
their decision of withdrawing if the I. A. L. is then admitted to the Internationale. It is then 
hoped that Harry Mountford, or some duly accredited delegate from the American Artistes’ Fed- 
eration, will be able to attend, as the Variety Artistes’ Federation contends that no Internationale 
would be complete unless the American Artistes’ Federation was included in the bureau, consid- 
ering the vast number of performers play in continental Europe. 

Konorah sent the following note to the British delegates: “It is absolutely untrue that the 
I. A. L., either directly or indirectly, officially or unofficially, has ever proposed to admit eighty- 
five English artistes into Germany to every fifteen that would be allowed in England. e are for 
one — ney espe not on a@ percentage basis, and think it high time for all organizations to feel

WILLIAM ARCHER DISCUSSES LONDON THEATRICAL SEASON 


A gentleman with the lust of statistics well developed bas been announcing that the London 
season theatrically has been a failure and that the failures have outnumbered the successes by 
two to one. Thirty-three downright failures, fourteen partial failures and only twenty-four suc- 
cesses are the figures given out. ‘‘Nothing of the sort,"’ says Archer, ‘‘In this list of thirty- 
three plays which are described as ‘downright failures’ there are only one or two—'‘Such a Nice 
Young Man,’ ‘The Government Inspector’ and perhaps you may say ‘Birds of a Feather,’ which 
teally ought to have succeeded and whose failure one regrets." Archer does not think that 
“Georges Sand" could possibly have been expected to have succeeded even if it had been a good 
play, which it was not. ‘Tom Trouble’’ and ‘‘The Show Room,” produced by Sybil Thorndike, 
were never intended for a run at all. As for the other failures there is nothing, he thinks, that 
should cause regrets, except, of course, from the backers’ point of view. ; 


“THE ANGEL’S” LURE 


In trying to analyze how these things be, Archer says that the theater is a gamble that at- 
tracts many people on account of the lure of the few large prizes. Also, that many people produce 
plays for the pleasure of producing them, and of being brought into contact with actors—and 
actresses—the question of profit being only of secondary importance. Possibly Archer, who is 
now over your side, may have his ideas broadened on this subject of exploitation and the running 
of shows for other people's pleasure while in America. Failures, it must be remembered, always 
outnumber successes even in the most prosperous of seasons. As for the notable features of the 
season, he points to the remarkable week in the past London season which followed the success 
and boom of the three American women ‘‘stars,"’ namely, Peggy O'Neil, Irene Day and Mary 
Nash. In the week referred to were produced *‘The Grain of Mustard Seed,"’ ‘‘The Skin Game” 
and “‘Mary Rose,’ which are now playing to capacity. ‘‘Abraham Lincoln,”’ “John Ferguson" and 
“The Beggar's Opera’’ have been outstanding successes, Further it must be remembered that 
theatrical speculation has become & more risky and a more hazardous gamble than in pre-war 
days, on account of the increased rents and salaries (NOT of the actors, Mr. Archer) and the 
great rise in the cost of materials. You cannot run a play now even upon weekly receipts 
which would have been thought triumphant ten years ago. Thus, if a show is not paying, the 
promoters cut it out as quickly as possible and get on with the next venture. Roughly speaking, 
success has been achieved by merit, and failure by less merit, or, in a great many cases, by 
imbecility. Oh, Mister Archer! 


LE GRAND GUIGNOL FOR LONDON 


As before mentioned, Jose Levy and Joseph Benson have acquired The Little Theater in the 
Adelphi from Vedrenne & Vernon, and in September hope to open it with a program in line with 
the above. Levy is of the opinion that he has the right frame and the right atmosphere in this 
intumate of intimate theaters, and the prices will be $2 60 stalls, $1.85 dress circle and $1.25 bal- 
cony seats. The opening will be with the real Guignol playlets from Paris, plays which could 
not be used in any other theater or on the vaudeville stage, but they will not be high-brow 
stuff. When the shows get running Levy proposes to give British authors of similar type a 
chance with one-act pieces, all of which will have the assistance of the best actors procurable. 
M. Andre de Lorde, who over in Pars is known as the Prince of Terror on account of his 
penchant for ‘“‘tbrillers,"’ is writing for the venture, and Levy bas an option on all of bis rep- 
ertoire. In addition, Levy proposes to introduce the small satirical revues so popular in La 
Ville Lumiere, but they will have no chorus, and the orchestra will consist of but a violin and 
a piano. The orchestra stuff reads like the old ““‘Dewey'’’ on 14th street, in New Yorgs City, only 
there the drum was deputy for the violin.

Those women that 1 saw may have been happy, 
but like Ponzj and his great financial secret, 
they were keeping it pretty well to themselves. 
Back down Broadway I threaded my way, then 
into the side streets. Stepping into the shade 
of the Bijou Theater for a moment to cool my 
perspiring brow I met Al Strassman, 

“*Lookin’ for anybody in particular?’ asked 
Al, his face beaming with good will toward 
man, 

“Yes,” answered this unhappy writer. “1 
am out on a very difficult assignment. I have 
to interview the happiest woman in New 
York.” Before I had fairly gotten the words 
out of my mouth Mr, Strassman, who is bulky 


and of commanding appearance, had me by the — 


arm. 


“Right this way,’’ he said. ‘‘The happiest 
woman in New York is in here.” Back to 
the stage entrance we went, Al and I. Up 
three flights of stairs and into a cool, refresh- 
ing dressing room we wandered. 

“This,” said Mr. Strassman, in his jolly 
way, “is Mr. So-and-So, of The Billboard. He 
wants to interview you, Miss Dupree. And I 
eat down and found out sure enough that I 
had met the happiest woman in New York. 


“I am so happy I don’t know what to do,” 
said Minnie Dupree, who, as everybody knows, 
is one of the outstanding individual hits of 
“The Charm School,’”’ as the mild mannered, 
lovable and loving little school marm, 

“This part I play in ‘The Charm School’ is 
different from anything I ever played before 
in my ife. I never dreamed it would ‘carrs’ 
as it has. I have received letters and tele- 
grams from about everybody I ever knew, and 
a lot of folks I never heard of, telling me how 
they enjoyed my work, but goodness! I had 
been out of work for three years, with the ex- 
ception of three weeks in ‘The Nocturne,’ at 
the Fulton Theater, during the war. And, 
speaking of the war, I am eure you don’t 
mind my talking about that, do you? I was 
a member of the Stage Women’s War Relief 
Committee, and had charge of the work for 
nineteen months. I spent five months in 
France, playing in farces and melodramas sent 
over there by the Y. M. C. A. 

“Well, I guess I’m back on the stage for 
‘keeps’ this time. It seems like a wonderful 
blessing to find I have succeeded in my way. 

“What do I think are the greatest prob- 
lems we face today? I'm sure I don’t know, 
but I should think the labor question is about 
the biggest thing. The ‘brotherhood of man’ 
ie such a ‘mouthful’ and has been discussed 
so many, many years, and while it is such an 
easy thing to say it is such a hard thing 
to bring to realization. Yes, I read a 
great deal, but cannot say I have any prefer- 
ence. I admire Kipling and Serviss. But you 
know we bolt our reading matter like we do 
our food, and we demand everything in cap- 
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sule form. That comes from living in a ‘tab- 
loid age,’ don’t you think? 

“I am the only one of our family to go on 
the etage. I left school when I was fourteen, 
and have been at it ever since, and I came 
of people who were absolutely foreign to the 
theater, 

“I think there are lessons to be learned 
from a play like ‘The Charm School,’ even if 
it IS a comedy. I think so much responsibility 
rests with teachers, who are apt, I am afraid, 


to forget that they were young girls once 
themselves. Put yourself in the youngster's 
place, 


“This is my first attempt at an ‘old part.’ 
1 guess you would designate it as a character 
part. It is connected with tlie Eternal Ro- 
mance, and nobody ever quite gets weary of 
love. I think the part I play is most interest- 
ing, but right here I want to pay my respects

CHARLES FROHMAN, 


Who Died in Lusitania Disaster, Les; 
$919,282 Estate—Accounting by 
Brother Daniel and Alf Hay- 
man Approved 


New York, Aug. 13.—First accounting of the 
estate left by Charles Frohman, theatrical map- 
ager and producer, made by Daniel Frobman. 
brother, of 149 West 79th street, and Alf Hay. 
man, friend, of 1430 Broadway, was filed in 
Surrogate’s Court yesterday, and immediately 
approved by the Surrogate. Mr. Frohman lost 
bis life in the sinking of the Lusitania in 1975 
and left no will. His heirs have a claim of 
$250,000 against the German Imperial Govern. 
Ment because of the loss of hig life. 

In their accounting the administrators charged 
themselves with $919,282.36. Out of this they 
paid for funeral expenses, $1,280.60; adminis- 
tration, $23,655.38; to creditors, $876,760 0, 
leaving a balance of $17,586.29 for further dis 
tribution, vpon which they waived all commis- 
sions for acting as the administrators. They 
also mentioned the $250,000 claim against the 
German Government. 

In signing the decree Surrogate Cohalan di- 
rected that they transfer the $17,586.29 to the 
Charles Frohman Corporation, file only a $250 
bond with the Clerk of the Court in the event 
that the $250,000, in whole or in part, is ever 
collected, and after that ig done they can con- 
sider themselves freed from the responsibilities 
of their present accounting.

A year ago, immediately af- 
ter the historical] meeting at the Hotel Astor, 
twelve New York companies were ordered out. 
It was the crossing of the Rubicon, but the 
leaders, who were first on the other side, look- 
ing back, could net help but wonder, in view 
of the “Chu Chin Chow” failure, whether all of 
the twelve would follow. <A few defaulters 
were not without the bounds of possibility, so 
in the early evening we sat in the office anx- 
jously waiting. The hands of the clock crawled 
towards 8:30, and within a few minutes we 
should hear whether success or failure had 
crowned our efforts, which had entailed six 
years of earnest, unselfish work. At last 
there came a ring, and we steadied our voice 
to answer. Yes, it was Strike Headquarters 
speaking—one company had walked out and re- 
ported there; a few moments later there was 
another and then another. They told us that 
cheers could be heard down the street announc- 
ing that more were on their way, and from 
that time on it was a repetition of good news 
until at 9 o'clock we sank back in our chairs 
relieved, for the whole 12 companies had kept 
their word, and struck, Not one failure!—100 
per cent success! Bravo, A, E. A.! 

Then came tumbling in the reporters, 
confirmed the good news, and 
details.

Now it was up to us to push the initial 
success to complete victory—what a night it 
was, and what a succession of days and nights 
followed! There were dark moments, of course, 
so dark that it was hard to see the way at 
times, but they passed as they always do. 

Our people were ready for anything—it was 
hard to restrain some from jumping in at once, 
hard to make them wait until the proper mo- 
ment. Telegrams came pouring in from the 
road, begging to be given permission to strike. 
It seemed as if every actor and actress had 
been living for just that momenf. Forty-fifth 
street, opposite strike headquarters, was 80 
crowded that traffic was stopped. Forty-second 
street was thronged with stars, supers, sou- 
brets and heavies. some picketing, some har- 
anguing the public, telling our side of the 
story. It was a regular landside, and it took 
days to get some kind of order, but as soon as 
this was accomplished everything went with- 
out a hitch, 

What a temptation it is to ramble on and 
tell more, but we will resist, and ask all of 
you who have given so much to commemorate 
the anniversary by bringing in at least one 
new member to the A. E. A. You must know 
somebody who is outside; do not let bim or her 
continue in that position. Arm yourself with 
application blanks and camp on his trail. It 
won't require 100th part of the energy which 


you exerted a year ago. The A. E. A. is your 
association—you built it up, and every new 
Member makes it more enduring, 

At the time of writing the situation in re- 
gard to the Touring Managers’ Association looks 
promising. There is every prospect that they 
will accept the inevitable and issue the same 
contracts as are now employed by the P. M. A. 
Let us hope so, for it will mean a great step 
towards the standarization of conditions in the 
theatrical business all over the country, but 
in the meantime our members must give us 
every information which will help the office in 
its work.

Smith and Miller, songsters, sang a Dixie 
song, ‘‘Noah’s Ark,” “Bring Back the Days,’’ 
did a traffic cop satire and an ‘Il Trovatore’”’ 
burlesque. One of the boys played a piano- 
accordion, out of tune with the orchestra, and 
the pair worked hard and almost landed. 
Seventeen minutes; two bows. 


Howard Langford and Ina Frederick, in ‘‘Shop- 
ping.” A corset emporium is used and the cute 
style of dialog is purveyed. Langford has a 
familiar manner and Miss Frederick assists a 
little. Closed without punch. Thirteen min- 
utes; two bows; in four. 


Rilly Green and Hemer Dean, nifty songs. One 
does the tipsy terpsichorean stunt and the other 
the straight. The songs are the best thing they 
do. They sing *“‘I Don’t Have To Die To Go 
to Heaven,” and ‘Moving Picture Ball.’’ The 
jokes are minus and the pair should do more 
singing. ‘Three bows; in one. 

Cameron Sisters, dancers, with Edwin Weber 
at the plano. The spark of genius is lacking 
and the girls qualify as just another sister 
dancing act. Prettily costumed. First piano 
solo too Jong and second specialty, ‘The 
Rosary "' with chime effects, was good ten years 
ago. Five quick curtains rewarded their last 
combination jazz dance, Fifteen minutes; in

Why 
such an arrangement, a twenty-minute intermission and a show of this kind 
allowed to run over three hours under the weather conditions is not any affair 
of ours: The lady that sat in front of us said: “Oh, how I would like to go onthat 
stage and give this performance a push.” Those that came did not all get in 
until after the middle of the fifth act. The bill ran as programmed. 

2:00—Overture by the Frederick F. Daab’s Orchestra, “College Days.” 

2.02—News Kinograms to “Dolores,” by Waldteufel, had a good arrange- 
ment of miscellaneous subjects well projected. 

2:11 Corradini’s Animals, consisting of dogs, ponies, good monkey, were 
presented on a full stage, with the assistance of a male attendant. The principal 
of this circus novelty is a most distinguished looking person, and never once 
faltered in his cues nor posed for effect. Seldom does one see an animal of- 
fering of the class*this one possesses. One of the real hits of the bill. 

2:21—ADDED ATTRACTION—The Quixey Four, Messrs. Miller, Owens, 
losdick, Stokes, came on, in one, with a piano at which one presided, while the 
other three sangta conglomeration of melodies and played on the banjos Belted 
brown plush coats and white flannel trousers made up the wardrobe of these 
warblers. They took a couple of bows. 7 

2:38—EXTRA ADDED FEATURE—John Giuran and LaPetite Mar- 
guerite, in full stage; with Shea Vincent at the piano, presented a real high- 
class dance divertissement. Genuine artists in every step and picture. Fin- 
ished with an eccentric “Apache” number to all the applause any act 
could hope for on a torrid afternoon. 

2:46—EXTRA ADDED ATTRACTION—Jack McLallan and May Car- 
son, in a concoction, under the caption of “Oh, Sarah.” This proved to be 
a solo skating novelty, in which the bulk of the work was done by Mr. Mc- 
Lallan. He is an artist supreme on the little aluminum runners, the best 
work being when he dances on a small record table. The full effect of his 
talent is lost because of poor showmanship. The draggy comedy kept them 
from stopping the show. 

3.:102—ENGAGEMENT EXTRAORDINARY—Four Marx Brothers, in 
their familiar routine of comedy, song, dancing, harp and piano playing, 
under the title of ‘“’N’ Everything,” held the stage in one and full’ The piece 
is by Al Shean, and the company in all included Mary Orth, Ruth Tyrell, 
Julius Marx, Herbert Marx, Leonard Marx, Arthur Marx, Clarence A, Ster- 
lng and Bertine Carpentier. Indifference, or over-confidence, or whatever 
the cause, kept the Four Marx Brothers from keeping up their comedy 
standard.

The week's bill is unusually entertaining and 
very generally pleasing. Jim Morton starts it 
well and injects a great deal of enthusiasm inte 
the various numbers by bis quaint humor and 
more or less effective descriptions of the acts. 

Garcinetti Brothers opened with their hat 
throwing novelty. 

Anthony, the whistler and accordionist, did 
sore melodious whistling that was very tune- 
ful, but it lacked variety and took too mucn 
time for his opening selections. His accordion 
numbers went much better for there he worked 
with snap and musicianship that were appre- 
ciated. 

Myrtle Fiske and George Lloyd presented a 
musqy opening that was so saccharinely 
eweet that it was almost too nice. They have 
a lot of very handsome stage effects and do 
or start to do a number of things—even begged 
for applause and get a hand. Their act doesn’t 
seem to fit their abilities. 

Mme, Doree’s operalog capped the bill. They 
presented the most famous of the flashes from 
the field of opera. ‘Tales from Hoffman.”’ 
“Guilietta,”’ ‘‘Pagliacci,’’ ‘‘Rigoletto,” ‘La 
Traviata,’’ ‘‘Romeo and Juliet’’ al] contributed 
part and scenes, This act was gorgeously 
staged, scenically effective and vocally ade- 
quately done. Hitting the high E was rewarded 
by generous applause and the Caruso stunt was 
greatly appreciated. This act was a chautau- 
qua offering supreme. It scored a great 
triumph. 

Bert Hanlon opened with a lame start, as 
he failed to put over the psychology that he in- 
tended. When he got at his real line of work 
he scored bis usual hit and then some. His 
burlesque appeal for Liberty Bonds was as well 
received as ever it was during the war days. 
It's a classic. He has a lot of new material 
and puts over a great many real laughs, 

Alexander Cart has as much power stowed 
away in an April shower as when he first pre- 
sented it her.

He 
closes with the same old effective sentimental 
and dramatic appeal. A speech, four curtains, a 
Scotch recitation tells the story.

Pulls Off Stunt in Boston in Connec- 
tion With Ponzi Case and Gets 
Newspaper ae All Over

New York, Aug. 12.—Professor Joseph Dunnin- 
ger pulled off one of the biggest news stories 
ever put on the Associated Press wires when 
he appeared this week in Boston in connection 
with the Ponzi case. According to one of the 
stories, which appeared in last evening's New 
York Evening World, Charles Ponzi, the finan- 
cial wizard, had his mind “read” by Professor 
Dunninger, who was brought to Boston for this 
purpose. Before 300 members of the Kiwanis 
Club, composed of business and professional men 
of the Bear City, Prof. Dunninger read the 
“dominant thought’ of Ponzi, which it was 
claimed was “‘secreted in one of the pockets of 
the wizard.” 

When Dunninger had finished on Ponzi’s mind 
the entire Kiwanis Club arose to its feet, and 
someone struck up the enchanting air of ‘The 
Meadow Lark.”” Ponzi arose, and, between puffs 
of his cigaret, he said to Professor Dunninger: 
“You are no @amn fakir, you are all right, 
Signor. You shall have a signed picture of 
mine, autographed, because I believe you are 
on the level, as we say in America.” Ponzi was 
dapper and self-possessed. He wore dark tan 
shoes, black socks, ea dark blue shirt suit, and 
carried a showy, silver-mounted cane almost as 
tall as he is. 

“You pikers!’” Ponzi is quoted in The World 
as saying to the reporters. ‘“‘I'd hate to have 
this guy around me. He might read my secret. 
He’s no fakir. I am afraid of him.”” Then 
Ponzi walked to the cigar counter, and there 
tendered a $1,000 bill for twelve thirty-cent 


re. 

Dunninger, who is president of the American 
Psychical Society of New York, is reported in 
all the Boston newspapers and many papers in 
practically all the large cities for his connec- 
tion with the Ponzi case. One of his achieve- 
ments while in Boston occurred in the private 
suite of offices of Paul L, Tirrell, advertising 
manager of a big Boston department store.

TAB MANAGERS 
To Wage Fight Against Abuses 


Nucleus of Protective Association 
Is Formed in St. Louis—Mc- 
Donald, President, Little 
Barbour, Secretary 


St. Louis, Mo,, Aug. 14.--‘‘War has been de- 
clared!"’ This was the statement made by Lit- 
tle Barbour, of the Little Barbour Theatrical 
Agency in the Columbia Theater Building here, 
to a representative of The Billboard during a 
recent interview in his offices. After his 
declaration Mr, Barbour reached across his 
desk and handed The Billboard representative 
a circular and letterhead, fresh off the press, 
announcing the formation of The Tabloid Mana- 
gers’ Protective Association, with Elmer E. 
McDonalj as president and Little Barbour as 
secretary. 


Letters are being circulated broadcast among 
tabloid managers calling them into the organ- 
imation for their own protegtion. “lo my 
opinion,”’ said Little Barbour, ‘‘all tab. mana- 


gers should ban together in assisting one another 
to alleviate many of the abuses to which ther 
are subjected. For instance the ‘Ticket Abuse,’ 
performers getting money with no intentions 
whatsoever of joining any show, people leaving 
a show on short notice, guarantees not being 
paid whenever agreement on the part of the show 
has been lived up to, baggage damages, lost, 
strayed for which damages can be 
collected, and many others too numerous to 
mention. 


“There 


or stolen, 


is only one way to overcome these 
abuses and that is by organization, the same 
as in burlesque, vaudeville and other theatrical 
fields. Our intention is to list every actor 
that jumps a show, every one who gets a ticket 
and fails to show up or make good, and all 
house managers who misrepresent or do not live 
up to their agreements, A list will be sent 
weekly to all members, In addition we will 
employ our own attorney by the year. George 
C, Davies has been appointed to this position. 
He will make every effort to collect for members 
any and all money due them for any cause. 

“We will also add our weight to the move- 
ment now in operation for the return of the 
old party rates on the railroads which were 
abolished during the war. The association does 
not bind its members in any manner as to book- 
ings thru any particular agency, but is strictly 
formulated to abolish abuses.” 

When asked how the organization was going 
fo benefit the tab. performer Mr. Barbour stated 
that the better the conditions for the manager 
the better for the performer. 

“What about these circuits whose top price 
seems to be $375 for a show, therefore making 
it impossible for the managers of such shows 
to pay their people more?’’ asked the repre- 
sentative, 

With that question’ Mr. Barbour emphatically 
Stated that every effort would be made to 
educate house managers into the necessity of 
paying real money if they want a real show. 
“We aim to do our utmost for the performer,”’ 
he sail. “The more we get for our shows the 
more money our people will get. There are 
many managers thru Texas and Oklahoma who 
Kuarantee $1,000 for a show and gladly pay it. 
Performers on shows playing these States and 
several others get regular money. Our en- 
deavors will be centered to benefit all concerned 
in tabloid circles.’’ 

Membership fees have been fixed at $25 per

WILLIAM MORRIS 


Presented With Beautiful Fire Screen 
Autographed by Theatrical Stars 


New York, Aug. 11.—William Morris was pre- 
sented with a beautiful brass fire screen auto- 
graphed with the original signatures of forty- 
five leading stars, following a party held at his 
beautiful summer home on the shores of Lake 
Colby, in the Adirondacks. The presentation 
speech was made by Fred Niblo. The screen is 
a facsimile of the proscenium arch of the Amer- 
ican Theater on 42d street when Mr. Morris was 
manager of that house. Two flash boxes, said to 
have been the first introduced in this country by 
William Morris, are reproduced on the sides of 
the ‘“‘proscenium,’’ and the autographs of the ar- 
tists who have appeared at the old American 
Theater or were on the American Circuit appear 
ranged down the flash boxes, similar to the man- 
ner in which Mr. Morris used to display the 
names of acts in his theater. That is, when he 
used twenty or more acts for each bill at the 
time he was running in opposition to Hammer- 
stein. 

At the bottom center of the screen is a brass 
plate, on which are inscribed the words: ‘Pre- 
sented to William Morris by his friends and ad- 
mirers as a token of their esteem, August, 
1920.’" ‘‘Some bill!’ remarked Mr. Morris when 
the screen was presented and he saw the names 
of the artists.

INCREASE IN OPERA 
ORCHESTRA’S SALARIES 


As the result of an increase recently agreed 
upon in the pay of the orchestra of the Metro- 


politan Opera Company, the cost to produce 
opera during the coming season will be in- 
creased by about $70,000, In addition to the 
increase granted to the members, they will be 


paid for rehearsals at the rate of $2 for the 
first hour and a proportionate pay for each 
sueceeding fifteen minutes. Heretofore the 
item of frec rehearsals has been a big saving. 
It has been estimated that with the 100 mu- 
sicians in the orchestra during the season, and

COMMENT 

The scenery was of quality and quantity, with 
three separate and distinct sets for each act. 
The gowns of the principals were far above the 
average found in burlesque, Lena Daley making 
fourteen changes, each one more elaborate thrn 
the one preceding. We have seen many costly 
and attractive gowns and costumes in burlesjue, 
but few to equal those of Miss Daley. The ward- 
robe of the entire company was evidently new 
and ordered especially for their various «iatac- 
terizations. The company, individually and col- 
lectively, talented and conscientious worke7:s 
and comedy clean and clever thruout. Tasing 
it all in all, Kraus & Daley have a musical com- 
edy production of meritorious burlesque shat $s 
hew, novel and unique in its conception, inter-

EQUITY SCORES AGAIN 


Thru Its Contract Death Knell Is Sounded for 
Needless Long-Drawn-Out Rehearsals of Mu- 
sical Shows—“Good Times” and the 
“Follies” Lead the Pace 


With the show at the Hippodrome, New York, 
being pu on with only four weeks’ rehearsals, 
and the ‘‘Follies’ with four weeks for the prin 
cipals and five weeks for the chorus, it should 
be abundantly demonstrated that there is no 
necessity for the long drawn out rehearsals 
which used to obtain for a musical show. 

Time was when the manager vowed it was an 
impossibility to put on a musical piece with 
less than six weeks’ rehearsals. and seven and 
eight were by no means uncommon. But the 
general issuance of the Equity contract, which 
calls for payment for rehearsals over the five- 
week period for the principals and over the 
four-week period for the chorus, has helped ma- 
terially in changing the manager's mind. 


Musical shows get on within that period now 
and are just as good, and, maybe, a shade bet 
ter than they used to be. A player is some 
what like an athjete in that he can be over- 
trained and go “‘stale."” It is well known that 
the athlete can go so far with bis training and 
if he keeps it up beyond that period he is in 
just as bad condition as if be bad not trained 
at all. Substitute the word actor for “‘athiete”’ 
and rehearsal for ‘“‘train’’ and an analogous 
situation obtains for the stage. 


Many a show has been ruined by too much 
rehearsing. The funny scene that was s0 
screamingly comic the first day it was read 
becomes a deadly bore by the time a few werks 
have elapsed. Then, some fine dar, someone be- 
gins to doubt of its success and, as Ziegfeld 
siys, it is put in the ‘‘garage.”” This is Zieg- 
feldian for ‘‘throw it in the alley’’ or just the 
simple ‘‘out.”’ 


Then with increasing rehearsals the actor is 
apt to doubt. He will doubt the worth of his 
part and its business and, worst of all, begin 
to doubt his ability to put it ovér. Then he be 
comes self-conscious, and then he is ‘‘gone.” 

There always comes a time in every show 
when everything goes wrong. The chorus for 
gets its business, the principals forget their 
lines and the producer “goes up in the air.” 
This is the time when Richard Mansfield used 
to get down on his knees, raise his clasped 
hands to heaven and exclaim: ‘‘Oh, God! Why 
was I given all the brains?’’ These times a! 
ways come after weeks of rehearsing, never at 
the start. The wise producer dismisses his com 
pany, tells them to get a good night's sleep and 
come back with all their faculties the next dar. 


So with the show as a whole. After weeks of 
rehearsal the best cure for a cast which is 
“overtrained”’ is to get the show on. And, bet- 
ter still, to cut rehearsals down to the mini- 
mum, so that everybody starts the season think- 
ing the show is good and looking at it with a 
fresh viewpoint instead of a stale one. It can 
be done, but it took the Equity contract to get 
it done. Before that document came into ef- 
fect everrthing was left to the last moment 
and done while the company was rehearsing. 
Costumes were designed and scenery painted 
during that time. Now it is generally all done 
in advance and the five weeks allotted for re- 
hearsals are used for that and nothing more. 
Shopping is out of order then and work is the 
only thing on the program. 

Putting on an ill-prepared show is, of course, 
the height of folly, but there is no necessity for 
it if the proper planning is done. ‘‘Good Times" 
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and ‘‘Follies’’ have demonstrated that. If they 
can be put on in the few weeks devoted to them, 
anything can be put oa. And all the musical 
shows are going to be. And they will be just 
as good as ever. And, maybe, a bit better,

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THE SONG WRITERS 
By ARTHUR NEALE 


A euccessful song writer is a writer of songs 
who can sell what he writes. Which means 
a whole lot when you think it over. The 
other kind are like bakers—they’re always 
needing the dough. 

If these boys had as much money as they 
had imagination Millionaires’ Row on Fifth 
avenue would no longer remain one of our 
points of interest. Songwriters’ Row in the 
Bronx would take its place, 

When a publisher does buy a song the $50 
which he passes across in cash is always 
swelled by three ciphers when the news of 
the sale appears in print. Either the printers 
or the press agents are darned careless. 

A young man feeling “‘the urge” packs his 
grip and makes a trip to New York. He 
generally sells all his worldly goods before 
leaving home. It’s a good idea, because once 
he arrives in New York they’d go anyhow. 

Then he starts in to write. He writes home 
for money regularly. And if he could put the 
same human interest and heart appeal into 
his songs that he puts into those letters to 
the old man at home—then his royalties would 
make the “‘Dardanella’’ returns look as con- 
spicuous as a couple of snowballs at the 
North Pole. 

As it is, however, the nearest some of the 
boys ever got to royalty was when the Prince 
of Wales limousined along Broadway doffing 
his brown derby to the throng. 

But some boys are able to sell special 
songs to vaudeville performers. A_ special 
song is a song that has returned from the 
tour of the 357 polite publishers, whose cor- 
respondence begins with ‘‘Dear Sir, we regret.” 

In writing songs a good ear for music does 
not suffice. There must exist also a good nose 
for a bargain, a good eye for the main chance, 
a good moutb fer the ballyhoo, plenty of 
cheek to wm.t it over and a good taste for 
detecting wood alcobol. 

Yes, as we said before, these boys have 
wonderful imagination, They think the music 
publishers will buy their songs,

contracts. As Mr. Marshall has taken up the 
side of the Orpheum, I will gladly take up the 
Pantages end of it. 

lo start with, I want te say that I have played 


both the Orpheum and Pantages Circuits, but 
have not played the Orpheum for about four 
years, previous to which time the Orpheum 
Circuit was the circuit of them all. But as 
time has elapsed I can't say that the Orpheum 
is making any headway at all, If anything they 
are taking a back seat and no one can deny 
this. Of course, all performers must and do 
regret this, as surely no one can honestly say 
that ther would prefer playing three and four 
shows daily if they can get an equal amount 
of work and money on the two-a-day circuit, but 
then we must remember that the two-a-day can- 
not take care of all the vaudeville acts in this 
! From what I can understand from 
Mr Mersh all's letter be seems to be trying to 
show performers where the Orpheum Circuit has 
more work and where they treat actors better 
and give them a better contract than the Pane 
tages Cireuit does, and he makes his points count 
on some foolish contract that some ‘“‘fill in’’ act 
had signed calling for ten weeks or more and 
then be goes on to say that most acts playing 
the Pantages Time use the same kind of con- 
tract: also that all acts playing for Pantages 
are at bis merey when they reach Seattle, as 
that is the end of the ten weeks’ contract they 

!, and in most cases they either have to 
accept what the circuit offers them or are let 
out in Seattle. I have played the Pantages Cir- 
cult three times in the past two and one-half 
years and have never heard of any act being 
left in Seattle nor did I ever hear of any act 
holding a contract for less than 14 weeks, which 
is the usual contract issued for most acts on 
the Pantages Circuit. I dare say that many 
acts of the standard kind get contracts for the 
full cireuit calling for 27 weeks or more and 
know of many acts holding these contracts, From 
all the experience I have had on the Pantages 
Time, IT do not recall any act being let out in 
the middle of the circuit. Almost every act 
on all bills usually plays the entire circuit at 
least as far as Denver and at least five acts out 
f six continue on the circuit, playing down 
South and in the Middle West, St. Lou's, Chicago, 
Detroit, Cleveland and Toronto, Detroit is four 
weeks. all full, and all acts play there at least 
two weeks on the way back and sometimes they 
have two weeks there also. This is not affilia- 
tion like Mr. Marshall says the Interstate Cir- 
cuit is, but the houses that I mentioned playing 
Pantages acts must and do play any and all 
acts that Mr, Pantages contracts for them to 
play; in fact, they play no other acts outside 
of the acts booked out of the Pantages offices. 
All acts playing South, five in number, play 
the full tour, one act less than fs played on 
the Coast tours. I do know this that Mr. Pan. 
tages will issue a contract to an act that he 
does not know, for ten weeks IF THEY stand 
for it. and I am doubly sure that the Orpheum 
Circuit will do likewise—in fact, I know of

pheum Circuit in less than six weeks. I do 
not recall the name of this act, but I know 
that many acts of the Orpheum bills will re 
member it quite well. This I do not say is the 
fault of Mr. Beck or Mr. Pantages, and only 
blame the actors that will sign and accept 
such crazy contracts that will enable booking 


acts that have been juggled and jumped around 
on the Orpheum Circuit more than on any other 
circuit. I remember in 1919 when the flu epi- 
demic was letting up and we were playing the 
Pan. Time there was a poor juggling act on the 
Orpheum Time that was being laid off every 
other week and that act played the entire Or- 


Managers to do as they feel like doing with 
them. Actors are the only ones that they 
can do this with and no one can say anything 
differently. Yes, the four and five shows done 
on the Pan, Time is mighty hard, in fact it is 
outrageous, and the 75 cents and one dollar 
actors receive for their meals is still worse, but 
then if we actors sign for it and we know 
that we have to go thru it, there is no one 
to blame again but ourselves, and, believe me, 
most acts deserve more than four and five shows 
daily and not only on Saturday, Sunday and 
holidays. However, taking everything into con- 
sideration, outside of the Orpheum headliners 
and office acts the rest of them will be far better 
off on the Pantages Circuit than the Orpheum. 
I know Mr. Pantages very well and am prond 
to say that I think he is one of the cleverest 
showmen on earth, also as honest and clean with 
his business dealings with actors as any in the 
business, but he, like others, will play you just 
as you try to play him. As for Mr. Beck, I have 
never had the pleasure of meeting him, altho 
I have heard a lot of praise for him thru the 
actors and the theatrical journals, so I judge 
that he is just as clever as the best or else he 
would not be at the head of such a chain of 
high-class theaters. [I almost forgot to mention 
that most acts playing the Orpheum Circuit only 
feceive contracts for each and every house 
that they are to play I ped and hardly 
any act receites a BLANKET contract such 
as the Pantages Circuit issues to its acts. So 
in my estimation the Pantages acts are better 
off by far than the ordinary Orpheum acts. 

Orpheum acts usually get the Interstate offered 
them, that is, some of them. It all depends 
on the smartness of the acts’ agents and the 
conditions of the bookers’ books whether they 
get the Interstate Time, and the same thing 
goes for the Eastern cffiliations of the Orpheum 
Circuit. Of course, both circuits are building 
theaters daily and bettering conditions as they 
grow larger. I look for the Pantages Circuit 
to be only doing three shows daily including 
Sundays and holidays. Then with four weeks 
that Pantages now has on his circuit that are 
playing two shows daily, it will not be bad to 
compare the Pan. Time with the Orpheum, or 
their affiliations, especially when an act that is 
known can demand and get blanket contracts 
for 30 weeks or more. If they have the good@ 
they do not have to worry about playing the 
full circuit, as Pantages will gladly and cheer- 
fully play acts that make good on his time, 
over and over again. I myself feel that if E 
im not pleasing the managers and the puiuic I 
would not want to continue on any circuit and 
it is only those who do not make good on a cir- 
cuit, no matter which one, that have the most 
to kick about. 

So my advice is this: Performers should open 
their eyes at least as far as the ordinary busi- 
ness men and working men of today and not be 
so easily led to the watering trough without 
knowing what they are going to get to drink 
when they get there.

Is It Progressive or Reactionary? 


Are Our Lecturers a Lot of Sail Trimmers?—Is 
Money Strangling the Voice of Freedom?— 


Does John Temple 


Graves Have The 


Cure-All-For-Our-National-Ill? 


What does the Lyceum and Chautauqua stand 
for today? Is it an agency of progress, or of 
reaction? 


The American Lyceum was founded in the 
stirring days when men of vision and conscience 
were inaugurating the great movement that was 
to bring freedom and manhood suffrage to this 
country. The Lyceum was born of the organized 
outcry against wrong. 


The years went by, as they have a habit of 
doing, and these institutions were recognized 
as offering untrammeled platforms, whereon ap- 
peared the prophets of progress. The first 
progressives delivered their messages to the peo- 
ple in the brown tents, and on the kerosene 
circuits. Reactionaries and foes of popular lib- 
erty hated the Lyceum in those days. 


Is that true today? 


We would like to know if the movement has 
lost, largely, its original impetus. Its first 
steps were lighted by the fires of revolt—tevolt 
against convention, against prudishness, against 
political and economic. tyranny and wrong. 
What is its guiding beacon today? Has it 
gtown conventional? Is it complacent? Has it, 
in its fat and prosperous maturity, like Herbert 
Spencer and Rudyard Kipling, forgotten the 
flaming ideals of its youth? 

Ie it true that lecturers ‘‘trim their sails’’ 
to whatever winds of adversity bureau managers 
may be encountering? Do they speak out bold- 
ly, or do they so bury their real vision, if they 
have one, beneath an avalanche of glittering 
generalities as to leave the average Man con- 
fused as to what their message really is? Have 
We grown prosperous and comfortable at the ex- 
pense of freedom ? 

Is it true that there is one Chautauqua com- 
pany that will not allow any theme that verges 
on politics to be presented on its platform? 
We are not disputing the right of any bureau to 
epecify the nature of the speeches their lec- 
turers shell make; but we are asking, when 
they do that, is it a free platform? 

It is common talk that several w. k. lectur- 
etfs have reverted to the paternalistic twaddle 
of old John D. Rockfeller and Andy Carnegie, 
and are settling the problems of the world by 
denouncing the people for spending their money 

for automobiles, which industry is second only 


to steel. This industry will probably not be 
greatly injured by such talk—and the public 
will go blithely ahead buying Uncle Henry’s 
fiivvers. It is the Chautauqua that is losing. 


A lot of people are hollering about people who 
mortgage the home to buy a flivver. We think 
a family is justified in hanging a mortgage on 
most any possession they have in order to se- 
eure the pleasures and healthful benefits that 
derive from the recreation afforded by a car. 
Man has an average of about 35 years to live, 
and, while it may be great sport to go flapping 
around among the spires and minarets of the 
new Jerusalem, twanging a harp and polishing 
a halo, personally we believe in anticipating a 
little of the hereafter by an occasional joy ride 
in the here. 

Don’t give us fewer automobiles—give us 
more! The world is not going to the demnition 
bow-wows because the people hare too many of 
the comforts of life. It’s the other way 
reund A lot of fellows are saring we must 
combat Bolshevism and radicalism by teaching 
the people the lessons of conservatism. You 
can’t teach them that by scolding them for 
buying things that make them happy. The way 
to make the people conservative is to give ’em 
something to conserve! 

Another case: A widely-advertised and bigh- 
salaried lecturer, John Temple Graves, spends 
an hour depicting the deplorable state the world 
is in, politically, socially, economically—and 
then, in a pathetic anticlimax, he offers as a 
solution nothing more or less than an old- 
fashioned revival of old-fashioned hell-fire rell- 
gion! Shades of the mid-Victorians! Don’t eat

"em alive. Burn ‘em dead! 


Now, we don’t want to be misunderstood. We 
have nothing to say against religion. The re- 
ligion of our mothers is somewhat sacred to us, 
whether we believe in it or not. Millions have 
religion, and it does them good. Certainly, pure 
Christianity would be a very beautiful thing. 
But the plain fact is that most of the men who 
stand consistently in the way of progress are 
morally good men, and notoriously religious. 
Give us all the religion you want, Mr. Lec- 
turer—but it won’t save the world if it is not 
accompanied by a little common-sense political 
economy, It must be a religion of action and 
not of platitudes, 

Have we substituted bromides for deeds? Are 
we getting any place? De we stand for any 
thing progressive? We used to strive to give 
the people something. Is it true that we now 
try to please the money people in the com- 
munity who will be sure to sign their names to 
next year’s contract, provided nothing is suid 
or done to disturb the admired good order of 
things as they are?

‘You see,” quoth he, ‘*we 
put this show on with only four weeks’ re- 
hearsals, and we didn’t have any time at the 
dress rehearsals to waste on taking photo- 
graphs.” This is the most amazing thing about 
“Good Times,”* to this writer's way of think- 
ing. Only four weeks’ rehearsals to present 
this monster spectacle! And it is as fine as 
anything seen at the Hippodrome, and in some 
trespects finer! What a testimonial to the 
genius and efficiency of R, H. Burnside, whose 
brain conceived the vast show and whose in- 
exhaustible store of energy rehearsed and pro- 
duced it. He and all his staff can be proud 
of their work, for they tackled a giant’s job 
and finished it. They have put on a show that 
will afford clean and wholesome entertainment 
to thousands, young and old, and if this ig not a 
legitimate cause for pride in the world of the 
stage then nothing is,

This is a beautiful combination of dance, 
music and shadows. In the center of the stage 
is a vast screen, flanked by towering columns 
of light-filled fabric. The screen is filled with 
blue light against which are projected color 
effects, and the shadows of a group of dancing 
girls. The inventor of the effects has taken 
advantage of the laws of optics in a way new 
fo the stage, particularly for the finish of the 
scene. In this shadows of girls, with pipes, 
fre seen, From the pipes are blown luminous 
bubbles, which grow ever larger till they burst, 
when the luminosity ceases, The background 
for this is a large bubble, shown on the screen 
in the midst of an iridescent mass of color, 
Which looks as tho it was the projection of an 
oily pigment dropped into water. 

During the whole of this scene Elizabeth 
Coyle stands motionless, with one arm extended 
above her head, As the scene lasts some time 
this is no inconsiderable feat of endurance, and 
her ability to do it ig well worth the recording, 
Daisy Smythe, as her ‘‘shadow,’ dances mean- 
while in a creditable manner, 


“Shadowland” gives the show a_ splendid 
Start by its novelty, beauty and aesthetic ap- 
peal. It ig quite different from anything seen 
heretofore in any of the Hippodrome shows, 
for it is dainty, and most of the scenes at the

reach of all persons save antiquarians, in files of old periodicals or on 
the dim and dusty shelves of more or less inaccessible libraries, 
students also know that those chronicles, when discovered and explored, 
are often found to be unsatisfactory because of their lack of minute, spe- 
cific information and because of their ill-digested opinion. 

It is not until the student endeavors to find a complete, verbal pic- 
ture, a clear, detailed statement, or a definite, positive conclusion, in the 
old theatrical records, that he begins to realize how bewildering and 
frustrating they often are and what a blessing it would be if theatrical 
history had always been written with continuity of luminous narrative, 
amplitude of precise detail and exactitude of specification.

This scene, which forms the finale for the 
first act, is one of typical big Hippodrome 
sets, with platforms, steps and gigantic col- 
umns, The entrance of each of the nations is 
made with a dozen girls and boys in the na- 
tional costume, to the national air. Nothing 
startlingly original, but effective and done in 
a magnificent way. Columbia makes her en- 


trance flanked with a bevy of @irls playing 
snare drums. This tore down a big round of 
applause. For the finish of “The Land I 
Love,”’ sung splendidly by Arthur Geary, a 
new twist to the ladder effect has been de- 
vised by Burnside. Before this a huge map of 
the United States, outlined in lights, is seen, 
which then changes. to an illuminated eagle, 
with outstretched wings flapping. Then a set 
of ladders, as wide as the proscenium, is 
lowered and the girls mount them, carrying 
strips of red, white and blue cloth, which un- 
roll from below the footlight trough, When 
the girls reach the top of the ladders they 
turn the strips over, and the reverse side 
forms a huge American flag. This is a “hip, 
hip, ,hoorah” finish with a vengeance and 
scored a riotous hit with the audience. It had 
the surprise and the-thrill-that-brings-a-gasp, 
which everybody likes, and is the kind of 
thing that can only be done at the ‘‘Hippo- 
drome.’*

“CROOKED GAMBLERS” 


A Comedy-Drama in Four Acts 


By SAMUEL SHIPMAN and PERCIVAL WILDD. 
Staged by ROBERT MILTON. 


Neither plot nor acting furnishes the great element of interest in “Crooked Gam- 
blers,"’ tho as an example of spread-leg playing the piece has attractions. Whether it 
is that the Colossus of Rhodes has become the ideal of graceful position in the eyes of 
stage directors or not, the fact remains that the male section of the cast at the Hud- 
son Theater appeared possessed of the conviction that the proper way to deliver dra- 
matic speeches is to assume the first position for performing a split, and, thus firmly 
set against sudden jarring, unburden themselves of their lines. Perhaps it is the real 
Wall street manner of declamation, but if it is the Board of Governors would do well 
to stop it if they do not want a race of bowlegged operators stradding all over the 
Exchange. 

The real fascination in the story is an egg. John Stetson, a young tire manufacturer, 
has just been ruined on the Street by an unscrupulous promoter. He has had a very 
bad night, but next morning is able to toddle around and take a little nourishment, 
which is served by his man in the living,sroom of his establishment. John has made a 
pile of money before this and is not as poverty-stricken as one might imagine, because 
he owns an egg which has just been boiled and awaits attention. For a few minutes it 
looks as if he was going to open aforesaid egg and, in full view of the audience, eat it. 
You can imagine the tenterhooks of suspense upon which the watchers hang impaled. 
Theatrical history is about to be made. The squirting grapefruit has been eaten before 
our eyes on the rostrum; the squishy orange has even been attacked in public; ‘Beef 
Trust Billy’? Watson used to devour a whole loaf of bread and keep it in his mouth in 
the good old days before there was such a thing as a Board of Censors, BUT NO ONE 
HAS EVER EATEN A SOFT BOILED EGG ON THE AMERICAN STAGE TO THIS 
DAY! At the last minute the egg is removed to the breakfast room, where it is con- 
sumed in the proper atmosphere of solemnity and reticence. Its introduction was a bit 
of magnificent daring on the part of the playwright! Its banishment to the breakfast 
room off stage a contemptible piece of cowardice on the part of the director. 

Taylor Holmes, the owner of the egg, is a comedian of quaintness and effectiveness, 
but in the role of the Wall street sheep his limitations are too great to make a play 
good which will not stand on its own vitality. It is filled with phrases which will in- 
terest margin players, but its gross inconsistencies of characterization weight it to the 
ground. Felix Krembs is excellent as the scheming promoter, Turner, and is the only 
character who exhibits the rudiments of good breeding. Helen Lackaye, as the _—— 
firmed player of stocks, is natural and effective, and that fine actor, W. B. Mack, is, 
always, irreproachable. Tommy Mead, in the role of the office boy, furnishes what 
natural comedy there is, and Doris Kelly is attractive. There is a bit of good mechanical 
craftsmanship in the staging of the third act, which lends an air of novelty, but all in 
all — Gambiers"’ is good enough if you have nothing better to do.—PATTERSON

“THE ROMANCERS” 


(Les Romanesques) 
By EDMOND ROSTAND 


Of course, it isn’t a theater at all as far as externals go. It is a dressed-up back- 
yard at 81 West Third street, and not very much dressed up either. Surrounded by 
spaghetti caves and table d’hote caverns on all sides, with a skyline of sullen chimneys 
and water tanks, the scream of ferry whistles, the roar of elevated trains and a frolic- 
some fire engine racing to a fire punctuating the dialog of the players, and a fringe 
of adventurous kids perched on the roof of an overhanging factory building hard by 
getting a fine view of the performance “‘free gratis for nothing,” as they would ex- 
press it in their fashion, Frank Lea Short made an excellent presentation of Rostand's 
satire. To be sure there was no elaborate scenic environment, and some slight exercise 
of the imagination was necessary, but the play was well acted. It pleased immensely 
an intelligent audience, including a youth who straddled the window ledge of a window 
next door and exposed in so doing a large expanse of ochre sock; and there was sincerity 
and honesty of purpose over it all, 

There was one wholesome-looking girl acting as usher, and as the seats were not 
numbered there was some necessary moving about of the customers, who accepted the 
situation with good humor, because the girl neither barked like a Broadway showhouse 
attendant nor gave orders like an overheated traffic cop. That was strange enough in 
all conscience, but the sight of an illuminat®d cross on the roof of the Brewster Me- 
morial Church, in the rear of which the play was given and which stands back of the 
Community Council organization, blazing against the still, dark sky, completed the con- 
viction that the gentry who control the theater had nothing to do with this effort to 
make some other instrument out of the stage besides a money gouge! 

“The Romancers,”’ which has been given in many colleges and universities thruout 
the country under Mr. Short’s direction, is a Gallic vetsion of the woes which come 
upon elderly parents who meddle in what does not concern them, namely the mating 
of their children. M. Rostand conveys the idea that in comparison to the trials of 
arranging matches the terrors of war are merely drab and drear. William Podmore as 
the fat father and William St. James the lean one were altogether good, and Mr. Short 
made a capital Straforel, the strolling player-bravo. Daisy Vivian made a lovely heroine, 
and read intelligently. V. L. Granville was stilted and unattractive, but then a back- 
yard is no fit place for a handsome leading man. 

Mr. Short after the play made a brief speech, in which he thanked everybody for 
the kindness with which his efforts had been received, but failet to compliment the 
gomins on the roof who bombarded the production with bottles the opening night, 
doubtless under the belief that ‘‘The Romancers’® was an uptown musical comedy and 
with the determination to defend the innocence of Third street from a corrupting in- 
fuence 

At 10:25 precisely the ‘‘theater’’ Hghts went out, 
ing from a tenement house pulley line nearby was dragged creaking in to the ironing 
board, and we issued forth to a street where the noble sport of rushing the late evening 
growler is still pursued, unannoyed by bloodhounds of the Internal Revenue Department.

Marceline’s entrance was greeted with a rous- 
ing welcome.

He got in the way and gave imag- 
inary assistance in his droll manner, and filled 
in the few minutes used in making the set 
very acceptably, 


Eighth Scene—THE HANNEFORD FAMILY 
Introducing EDWIN HANNEFORD — ‘‘POO- 
DLES,”’ the World’s Leading Comedian- 
Equestrian 
For the second season at the ‘‘Hip,’’ the Han- 
neford Family are offering their riding act. 
This time ‘Poodles’? has dug up some new 
stunts that ¢°t a world of laughs. The riding 
is just as fin: as ever, and the act was one of 
the big hits of the show. When ‘Poodles’’ 
appeared he received a rousing reception, and 
at the conclusion of the turn the audience was 

very loath to see him go. 


Ninth Scene—OUTSIDE THE HIPPODROME 
POWERS’ PERFORMING ELEPHANTS 

The elephants were greeted by the house like 
longlost friends. Marceline clowned around 
with the big animals, and put them thru a few 
tricks. The dancing of one of the elephants 
—with a “shimmy” finish—was a riotous hit. 
No finer animals than Powers’ Elephants are 
to be seen anywhere, and the ‘‘Hip.”” wouldn’t 
be the “‘Hip.’’ without them. 

Tenth Scene—THE GARDEN OF FLOWERS 
Duet—‘“‘Just Like a Rose’’—Nanette Flack and 
Joseph Parsons 
(Painted by Mark Lawson) 

This episode gave Burnside a chance to 
work out one of those beautifully novel effects 
for which he is famed. The song, ‘‘Just Like 
a Rose,” is sung before the velvet drop in 
what would We ‘‘one,”” in a regulation theater. 
During the chorus it is drawn aside, and a 
bank of girls, on a flight of steps, is disclosed, 
behind parasols, covered with flowers. The first 
view is of the parasols only, then the girls’ 
heads appear behind them, while they sing the 
chorus of the number. The song itself is a 
good one, one of the best in the show, and it 
is well rendered by Joseph Parsons and Nanette 

Flack. 


Eleventh Scene—ANYWHERE IN AMERICA 
Song—‘“‘Hello, Imagination’’—‘Happy” Lam- 
bert and Hippodrome Chorus 
The same set is used for this number, a live- 
ly song, well sung by ‘‘Happy” Lambert. This 
time, when the girls are revealed they are en- 
tirely in black on a dark stage, holding tele- 
phones, in which are electric lights, illumin- 
ating the head and shoulders. It is a simple 
effect and uses a principle which has been 
utilized before, but on the scale that things 
are done ‘in this huge theater it has the air 
of being something entirely new. Certainly it 
is an effective piece of business, well conceived 

and well executed. 

Twelfth Scene—ON THE BOARDWALK 
(Painted by Mark Lawson) 
Specialty by JOE JACKSON 

This is not Joe Jackson's first appearance in 
a Hippodrome production, and his entrance 
was eagerly awaited by the audience, while 
the impressiveness of Gomez’s ‘“‘Il Guarany” 
overture worked it up. When he did appear he 
was welcomed with a great salvo of applause. 
There is no use trying to describe Joe Jack- 
son’s act. In the first place it is familiar to 
most people by now, and secondly it is inde- 
scribable. About all one can say of Jackson's 
ect is that he does nothing in a superbly, 
attistic way. He is a very finished performer 
an& made his audience shriek with laughter, 
and appland right vigorously, He was @& 
whale of a hit. 


Thirteenth Scene—ON THE ROAD TO COLOR- 
LAND 
(Painted by Mark Lawson) 
Finale—“I Want to Show You Colorland’— 
Belle Story, Arthur Geary and Hippodrome 
Chorus 
‘A reviewer has to get his adjectives out and 
dust them off when he attempts to narrate 
the doings of a Hippodrome show, and he feels 
hopelessly lost when he attempts to describe 


some of the things he sees there. This is the 
trouble with any attempt at description of the 
“Colorland’ scene. It is kaleidoscopic, phan- 
tasmagoric—anything you will. The background 
of the set is made of huge geometrical figures 
of many colors, and the stage is filled with the 
chorus, garbed in costumes that resemble the 
coat of Joseph. For the finish a tremendous 
lattice frame is lowered, covering the width of 
the proscenium arch, and thig flashes with pris- 
matic electric lights. It is a real eye-filling 
spectacle and a fitting climax to the second act 
of the big show. 


ACT THREE 
Fourteenth Scene—THE MAGIC GROTTO 
(Painted by Tarazona Bros.) 

Solo—"‘Sing a Serenade’’........ Nanette Plack 

This act is entirely devoted to an aquatic 
spectacle in which the tank is used, The Tare 
azona Brothers have designed a set which is 
different than any remembered for use with the 
tank. It shows a cave, and is lighted quite 
dimly, giving a splendid contrast to the scene 
which follows and which is shown with lights 
full up. The solo, “Sing a Serenade,” is 
sung by Nanette Flack, while standing on the 
rim of the tank flanked by the chorus. 


Fifteenth Scene—THE LAND OF HAPPINESS 
(Designed by Mark Lawson) 
(Painted by Tarazona Bros.) 

Solo—‘Welcome Truth’’........Joseph Parsons 

March of the Water Guards—*Where do they 


Specialty by the Berlo Sisters and the Twelve 
Disappearing Diving Girls 
High Divers.... Dorothy Gates and Anna Mack 
Finale—‘‘Truth Reigns Supreme’’......... 
-ee+e-Belle Story and Hippodrome Chorus 

A quick shift is made to this set, which is 
brilliantly painted. As said before, the con- 
trast between it and the preceding scene is 
striking. One of the features of this episode 
is the disappearance of the ‘‘Water Guards.’” 
Tho this has been seen in many other of the 
spectacles, it ig always new and always mys- 
terious to see great numbers of girls march 
into the water and disappear from sight. A va- 
riation of this “stunt” is done with diving 
girls, These young ladies dive into the water 
and apparently meet with a watery finish, for 
all the audience knows, for they never come 
into sight again after making the dive. The 
Berlo Sisters do a good diving act, and the 
high divers dive from a point very near the 
roof of the building. This feat is done alter- 
nately by the Misses Dorothy Gates and Anna 
Mack. It is all very thrilling and spectacular 
and brings gasps from the house. 

The finale of the scene follows the singing of 
“Truth Reigns Supreme,’’ by Belle Story. The 
“‘Water Guards’’ miraculously reappear from 
the bottom of the tank, grouped about towers, 
which simultaneously burst into light and gush 
into fountains. A central fountain, with girls 
posed in similar fashion, does likewise, and 
amid the singing of the chorus, a blaze of light 
and the splash of water the curtain goes up on 
“Good Times.” 

The best way to see a Hippodrome show is to 
take a couple of children along. The next best 
way is to be a child yourself and let all the 
magnitude and wonder of the big spectacle soak 
into you. Those who can’t do either of these 
things will enjoy the show anyway, for one has, 
to be “‘hard-boiled’’ indeed to resist the ap- 
peal to the eye and ear that ‘Good Times” 
makes. 

The shows at the Hippodrome can be best 
described in terms of the tribute paid to 
whisky by the old drunkard in ‘tle days be- 
fore the drought. He said: ‘There is no such 
thing as bad whisky. Some whiskys are better 
than others, and some are worse than others, 
but bad whisky—NEVER."’ So with a Hippo- 
drome show. Some are better than others. 
“Good Times” is one of the best. And don't 
forget, it was put on in FOUR WEEKS. 
EXCERPTS FROM THE NEW YORK DAiLIFS 

(There was no dissenting voice among the 
critics of the New York papers as to the qual- 
ity of ‘‘Good Times.’”” All were agreed that 
it was a splendid show. Space considerations 
forbid the reproduction of much of their criti- 
cisms, but some typical extracts follow.)

GIOBE: “. . . a@ show quite up to last 
year’s in all the usual Hippodrome features, 
and a good way beyond in the novelties.”*

To Riverside Park, Springfield, Mass.— 
Resort Having Prosperous Season

Springfield, Mass., Aug, 14.—Within the past 
two weeks Riverside Park has been the scene 
of three of the biggest events of its present 
season, each of which established a new at- 
tendance record at this park, 


Greatest of the three in importance of the 
attraction and point of attendance was the ap- 
pearance of Sousa and His Band on Sunday, 
August 1, for two concerts afternoon and even- 
ing.

Hartford, Conn., Aug. pg ey Mark C, 
Hogue, giving an exhibition of night flying at 
Charter Oak Park before a crowd of over 6,000 
persons jast week, for the benefit of the club- 
house fund of Rau-Locke Post, American Legion, 
caused his audience to gasp as he fluttered 
down in the ray of a searchlight and brought 
the crowd to its feet cheering when he alighted 
on the field and traveled toward the grand 
py 

With the crowd gathered at the park await- 
ing the arrival of the plane, it circled the 
Geld at a high altitude, where several powerful 
searchlights in the park picked it up, and a 
“battery of anti-aircraft guns’? was turned on 
4t. As the plane crossed the center of the fleld, 
2,000 feet above the ground, a bomb was re- 
leased and exploded over the grand stand in a 
shower of colored lights. For five minutes the 
battle lasted, then the engine of the plane 
stopped and the machine fluttered down, falling 
ay a talispin, from which it did not emerge 
until only a few hundred feet over the crowd. 
When it had regained equilibrium it climbed, 
jooped and then came roaring down to within 
fifty feet of the ground, looming up into the air 
ag it passed the grand stand. A few seconds 
later it apparentiy burst into flames, and, 
trailing a stream of fire behind, dived straight 
for the field. 

When Lieutenant Hogue stepped out of the 
plan ye at the end of his flight his face and 

bands were scorched from the flames that had 
been playing about the machine in his final 
drop. 

After the flight it was announced that Dare- 
Tevil Murphy, scheduled to leap from a plane 
in a parachute, had failed to appear at the 
feld and the committee was unable to get in 
touch with him. Before the aerial exhibition 
Hugh Rockwell, who flew to the field from 
Bristol in his monoplane, met with an accident 
while circling over the field. One of his cylin- 
der taps cracked when he was about 1,000 
feet up, but he was able to make the landing 
using the other cylinder,

“primary” (2,300-volt) wire, which had come 
in contact with the midway lines at Paris, 
Ill., on July 20, is slowly recovering, but it 
is likely that he will not be able to use his 
right hand for some time. In commenting on 
the incident (July 21) The Paris News passed 
as its opinion that Mr. Gibbons’ thoughtfulness 
and action of severing the wire with a pair

For some 
time it was thought Mr. Gibbons’ hand would 
have to be amputated, because of burned tis- 
sues and bones, an operation and handicap it 
is now hoped he will not have to suffer.

Thruout 
the entire convention proceedings the fullest 
spirit of co~«peration prevailed and the entire 
body acted nearly as a unit in practically every 
matter of importance discusred. 

The new Wisconsin State league will be 
known as the Wisconsin Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tion. The following officers and committees 
were elected: TI resident, Joe G. Rhode, Ke- 
nosha; vice-president, Arthur Desormeaux, 
Madison; treasurer, J. Winninger, Appleton; 
secretary, Fred Seegert, Milwaukee. 

Executive Committee—F. J. Williams, Madi- 
eon; J. H. Silliman, Milwaukee; Henry Gold- 
man, Green Bay; F. E, Walcott, Racine; 
Earnest Langmack, Milwaukee. 

Grievance Committee—Tom Coffey, Marinette; 
Owen McKivitt, Racine; Mendell Rice, Mil- 
waukee. 

Four meetings a year of the new league will 
be held, one in Milwaukee, three in other lead- 
ing cities. The next meeting has been called 
for October 5, and will be held at Green Bay. 
The next State Oonvention of the Wisconsin 
Exhibitors’ Association will be held at Madi- 
son, but the date has not yet been set.

The Nutmeg State Holds Biggest Con- 
vention in Its History—Large 
Crowd of Exhibitors Pres- 
ent—Adopt Resolutions 
Against Percentage

A convention of the motion picture theater 
owners of Connecticut was held at the Hotel 
Taft in New Haven Friday, August 6, 

Sydney S. Cohen, of New York; C. 0. Griftin, 
of California, and E. T. Peter, of Texas, presi- 
dent, first vice-president and treasurer, respec- 
tively, of the Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America, and Samuel I, Berman, secretary, Mo- 
tion Picture Exhibitors’ League of the State 
of New York, attended the convention, 

A letter had been sent to every independent 
exhibitor in Connecticut, urging their attending 
the convention, and more than one hundred and 
fifty theaters were represented there. Mr. 
Grifin acted as Temporary Chairman of the 
convention, and in conjunction with Mr. Peter 
and Mr, Cohen reported the activities of the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners of America since 
the National convention at Cleveland. 

Resolutions were adopted endorsing the Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of America, their of- 
ficers and all their activities at the Cleveland 
Convention and since. Resolutions were also 
adopted against percentage, advance payments 
in full more than seven days in advance of 
actual play dates, the producer-exbibitor men- 
ace, the present unfair and inequitable con- 
tracts, censorship, music tax, activities of F. 
I. L., M. Clubs, and a strong resolution urging 
the support of independent producers and dis- 
tributors. 

The entire State quota for the State of Con- 
necticut towards the national organization fund 
was pledged and the exhibitors present paid in 
cash and checks their proportionate shares of 
the quota, It was the most enthusiastic meet- 
ing that the exhibitors of Connecticut have 
ever had, The old league was abandoned, and 
the Motion Picture Theater Owners of Con- 
necticut was formed,

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

Three college chums write their own creed, 
which claims there is no sin, no God, no eter- 
nity, and every man for himgelf. During man- 
hood’s estate the two pals live their lives de- 
spite marriage obligations. But the third, 
Harvey Breck, achieves a more wholesome 
philosophy, and escapes the earthbound theories, 
believing more in the gpiritual forces of right 
thinking and clean living. He cannot, how- 
ever, convince his friends. Daisy, the voluptu- 
ous loving wife of Jim, makes violent love to 
the unwilling Dick, whose wife and child suffer 
mentally from neglect. Dick prepares to elope 
with his pal's wife, and Jim kills him on the 
stairs of their clubhouse. But Dick's spirit 
cannot rest—it is earthbound until his sins are 
forgiven. His gpiritual presence is felt by 
every one concerned—even the dog scents his 
master’s proximity—and not until Daisy con- 
fesses in court her wantonness, freeing Jim, 
does the unhappy spirit—receiving his suffering 
Wife's forgiveness—take its departure from this 
earthly sphere and disappear into Eternity. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

It wonld be difficult to find a more exquisite 
Dicturization of an uplifting theme than is 
found in Basil King’s amazing work.  Intelli- 
gence, discriminating taste and notably superior 
direction is fonnd in ‘*‘Rarthbound.”” T. Hayes 
Hunter has grasped at the unseen and mysteri- 
ous which so vitally concern all poor mortals, 
and with the delicacy of a genius transferred 
them to the sereen, retaining all the elusive, 
dreamlike atmosphere in conveying his unusual 
ideas. One thrills at the power of love which 
foverns and sets right all the evil forces that 
"Way mankind. Tave dominates the mournful 
tragedy, and proves that Aristotle was right in 
his belief that a soul must progress and shear 
itself of evil im order to leave this mundane 


sphere. This gripping, tension-holding piece 
of screened fiction will accomplish—and without 
Preaching—great good thru the medium of the 
cinema. It is dramatic, too, with an unforget- 
able scene on the club’s staircase when the out- 
Taged husband meets his traitorous pal whom 
he intends to kill. Here was where Mahlon Ham- 
ilton made the sugpense almost unbearable. [lis 
face grew old, grim, relentless, as tho the man 
within had gone clear back to naked savagery, 
lusting for the blood of his victim. And 
Wyndham Standing was not a tithe behind in 
as forcible a portrayal of the conscience- 
stricken lover making a fall back down the 
stairs, which caused a sePeam from the audi- 
ence. As his wrath pervaded all the later 
scenes—this made possible thru trick photog- 
raphy and double exposure—a hush fell on the 
audience, which was intensified by the beauti- 
ful church scene showing the majesty and 
peace of a great cathedral. In fact the set- 
tings were as imposing as the story. That the 
central idea recalls Peter Grimm and Peter 
Ibbetson does not lessen its value, for the act- 
ing and general conception are superior to any 
production heretofore shown in New York. 

Not to te oblivious of a few flaws, we must 
mention the scene between Dr. Galloway and 
Daisy, which should never have occurred in the 
sanctity of the church—an ante-room should 
have been substituted for such a talk—especial- 
ly as the casket and widow were at the altar. 
Again we say the cast is above all criticism. 
Naomi Childers in a difficult emotiona] role con- 
vinced all by her siacerity; Lawson Butt was 
fine as the philosopher whose writings supply 
the #ub-titles in an illuminating manner; Alec 
Francis, dignified and sympathetic as Dr. Gallo- 
way, and Flora Revalles, a typical vampire, 
who pitted her sex against a2 man’s soul. 

Andre Barlatierre has added to his fame by 
the remarkable camera work. There are s0 
many deft touches, so much imagination and 
clear visioning in this picture, which can be 
truthfully termed the achievement of 1920, that 
we would wish the whole world to witness its 
enthralling scenes of the evolution of a soul, 
which, by the way, would have teen an appro- 
priate title.

The story revolves around the unexpected ap- 
pearance of ‘Chick Crandall, whose whereabouts 
had been unknown, and who was believed te be 
dead. During his absence his father had died, 
leaving his share of a ranch to Harold Mon- 
tague in trust for Chick, in the event that he 
should return, 

Montague sends his dandified son te inves- 
tigate conditions at the ranch, and the super- 
intendent, Curtis, prepares to receive him in a 
not-too-gentle manner. Thoroly frightened the 
young man seeks refuge in the first cabin he 
sees, and finding Chick (whose identity is un- 
known to him) asleep there, puts on his clothes 
to disguise himself.

“The Square Shooter’’ is a fairly interesting 
Western story, with the usual horseback pur- 
suits and shooting scenes, in which the ‘“‘hero” 
ig a modern Achilles—wounding and killing hig 
enemies, but never wounded or killed himself. 
Some day one of these ‘‘bad’”’ men will aim low 
enough to hit his heel, and then our Western 
hero will be gone, However, with one glaringly 
bad exception this picture is unusually free of 
ridiculous situations; and that exception is the 
body of a murdered man, which is left lying 
behind a couchcover in the living room of a 
cabin all night (if it is a warm night it must 
have been a most unpleasant one for the living 
occupants of the cabin, and being discovered 
there by his friends the next day they non- 
chalantly walk off and leave him where he is 
and—so far as the audience is aware—he is 
there yet.

A fascinating picture, sketched by a mas- 
ter’s hand, Eric Ven Stroheim has climbed 
the heights of artistry and raised the stand- 
ard of motion pictures. Despite sweltering 
heat @ & R, 0. audience was held rapt 
with the enthralling interest, realism and 
charm so ably picturized. 
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mires the lady, and offers assistance, as the 
wife faces scandal and ruin of her husband's 
career. She explains her embarrassing situa- 
tion, and realizing her innate goodness, pays 
like a gentleman when blackmailed by the ma- 
licious modiste, But the husband reads of the 
affair, which a French paper slyly insinuates, 
but avoids the names of the participants. He 
believes the human appeal will reach the pub- 
lic as a great play. The wife dare not ex- 
plain, and the success of the drama only brings 
ridicule upon the author. He finally learns 
the truth, and tries to kI!ll the officer, who, 
however, persuades him to believe in the inno- 
cence of his wife. 


THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

There is truth in the strongly constructed 
story aided by some remarkable characteriza- 
tions especially in the clever work of Maud 
George as Madam Malot. She impersonated the 
parasite type with startling accuracy. Other 
lifelike portrayals were contributed by Sam 
DeGrasse, Mae Busch, Una Trevelyn and Clyde 
Fillmore. In fact it was the perfection of the 
cast which gave distinction to the film. 

The author had splendid working material 
and the director lost not an iota of the excel- 
lence which the convincing story told so graphic- 
ally. The Devil's Pass Key applies to woman's 
vanity and love of clothes. And a shopful of 
pretty undertnings, chiffons and spangled gowns 
offer a feast for all the daughters of Mother 
Eve, who adore the frapperies of feminine 
adornment, For that reason alone the pic- 
ture will have a large following. That many 
of the animated scenes were pieced in—espe- 
cially the race track at Longchamps and the 
arrival of the King and Queen of England (thie 
too, may have been camouflaged), an immense 
audience at the opera and other scenes of 
Patisian li’e—has not interfered wits the 
success of the picture as a gem of domestic 
complications. Smartly gowned women are 
poised against sumptuous backgrounds that of- 
fer a feast for the eye, All in all it is a pro- 
duction far and dbove the average, and will no 
doubt attract for many a day. 

It is rarely that a brilliant twist transforms 
a villain into a hero witbout making him ap- 
pear foolish. But this Mr. Stroheim has ac- 
complished most logically. It is these unex- 
pected happenings which give that difference to 
the picture which the public is quick to recog- 
nize.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

In these days when the picture-loving public 
looks to the screen for pictures that will enter- 
tain ig the unusual way, please the moral 
sense and satisfy the sense of taste, it is a 
hard thing to get across a picture of the old 
Northern days. But in spite of this ‘Camille 
of the Yukon,’ while it will not be in any 
sense a big picture, or a picture that will last 
for even the ordinary’run of photoplays, is a 
film of an hour's entertainment, pleasing in 
its stery and delightful in its acting. There 
is but one fault with it. It is sluggish. There 
is no pep or action to it. Perhaps it wae the 
director's idea that it should be minus this 
quality.

Offers Complete Report of Film In- 
dustry in Italy 


An interesting report on the condition «cf the 
motion picture industry in Italy has just been 
furnished the Washington office of the National 
Association of the Motion Picture Industry by 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 

The report is the result of an fnvestigotion 
made by Trade Commissioner H. C, Mact.ean and 
is dated Rome, June 18, 1920. The report is as 
follows: 

The production of motion pictures is an In- 
dustry for which physical conditions in Italy and 
the Italian temperament are peculiarly favorable, 
and, consequently, this branch of activity early 
attained a high degree of development. Italy 
now clams to rank second to the United States 
among the nations of the world in the manu- 
facture of motion pictures. An idea of the 
importance of this industry in the economic life 
of the country can be derived from the fact 
that the working capital employed is now esti- 
mated at 300,000,000 lire and the actual capital 


invested at 100,000,000 lire. There are 82 com. 
panies engaged in the pfoduction of films of 


which the greatef number are located at Rome,” 


which naturally presémts unusual advantages 
from the scenic standpoint. The annual pro- 
duction of gew films in Italy has reached 1 600,. 
000 meters, apd if it is estimated that 40 copies 
are made from each negative the total of printed 
films is 64.000,000 meters, 

As might be expected the motion picture in. 
dustry in Italy was seriously interfered with 
during the war. It was difficult to obtain the 
raw material required, since imports of raw 
@ms from Germany, which had previously been 
an important source of supply, were cut of, and 
it was necessary to rely almost exclusively on the 
United States. 

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS OF FILMS 

As will be noted from the following table a 
sharp reduction in exports took place in the 
years following Italy's entrance into the war. 
In the figures no distinction is made between raw 
and finished films, but it may be assumed that 
the bulk of the imports is made up of the fornwr 
and of exports of the latter:

Now that the war is over a determined effort 
is being made to increase the demand for Italian 
films abroad and to stimulate a further deve!- 
opment of this industry. In this connection the 
Italian Government has just provided for the 
appointment of a special council of the motion 
picture industry, which will undertake to assist 
in the effective organization of the industry. 

DESTINATION OF EXPORTS 

Italy's exports of motion picture films to the 
principal countries for the period of 1914-1919 
fellow: 
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It will be noted that Austria, Germany and 
Russia formerly constituted important markets. 
whose purchases entirely ceased during the war. 
Exports to Great Britain, which in 1914 ex- 
ceeded 27,000 kilos., had fallen in 1919 to 1,67! 
kilos., while in the case of Brazil, Argentina 
and the United States large decreases are also 
shown,

The money which is cok 
joted im ways that may be perfectly legal, but 
not always decent end honorable, goes to @ 
swall group of your aides and provides re- 
eurces for them. It fs insignificant as far as 
euy direct personal benefit to yourself ie con- 
cerned. 

“There is every reason why the Motion Pic+ 
ture Theater Owners and the Music Publishers 
Composers and Authors should work tegether 
instead of being at cross purposes.
